The  Gypsy  Moth  Superintendent 


Northfield  and  vicinity  is  badly  infested  with  moths. 
Since  1921  to  1933  no  such  work  has  been  done  in  the 
woodlands.  Last  year  the  C.W.A.  did  this  work  with  11 
men  working  58  days  in  all  and  15,000  egg  clusters  were 
creosoted.  Due  to  lack  of  funds  this  work  could  not  be 
completed  and  about  two  thirds  of  the  town  needs  imme- 
diate attention  to  keep  the  rest  under  control. 

There  is  an  F.E.R.A.  project  this  winter  in  the  woods 
with  12  men  working  on  moth  extermination,  but  some  of 
the  infestations  will  have  to  be  gone  over  after  the  snow 
melts  as  some  egg  clusters  will  doubtless  be  formed  in 
stone  walls,  brush,  etc.  The  daily  average  egg  clusters 
found  to  date  has  been  646. 

The  above  does  not  take  in  our  regular  town  work. 
The  appropriation  last  year  was  $600.  The  state  recom- 
mends at  least  $720.  for  this  work,  but  under  present  con- 
ditions, the  amount  should  be  $1400.  This  pest  should  be 
kept  under  control.

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Report  of  School  Superintendent 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Northfield : — 

Herewith  I  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  work  of 
the  School  Department  for  the  Fiscal  Year,  1934.  This 
is  the  tenth  report  of  the  present  Superintendent  and  cov- 
ers the  198th  year  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  Town  of 
Northfield. 

PART  ONE— ORGANIZATION 

A  careful  and  thoughtful  analysis  of  the  facts  of  the 
past  year  show  us  that  we  have  not  only  ''maintained  the 
morale  of  the  schools"  which  was  laid  down  in  the  last 
annual  report  as  one  great  problem  of  the  schools,  but 
that  we  have  made  definite  progress  in  several  particu- 
lars. We  have  the  strongest  corps  of  teachers  the  town 
has  had  in  many  years,  if  ever ;  the  school  plant  is  safer 
and  more  usable  than  ever;  we  have  kept  within  our  ap- 
propriation; we  have  a  better  basis  for  progress  in  this 
and  the  coming  years  than  heretofore ;  and  a  decrease  in 
the  number  of  pupils  has  prevented  crowding  in  any  of 
the  rooms,  tho  all  rooms  have  been  fairly  well  filled. 

Teachers: — We  had  the  usual  number  of  losses, 
mostly,  this  time,  by  marriage.  Miss  Sheldon,  Miss  Allen, 
Miss  Muriel  Bready,  Miss  Robinson  make  up  this  list. 
They  have  our  best  wishes  for  happiness  in  their  new  sta- 
tion in  life.  Mr.  Parmeter,  the  English  teacher  at  the 
High  School,  left  for  a  more  lucrative  position  and  Mr. 
Ralph  L.  Taylor  was  elected  to  the  position.  Mr.  Lyle 
Glazier  was  given  the  position  vacated  by  Miss  Sheldon, 
Principal  of  the  Center  School,  and  he  has  done  very 
creditable  work.  The  new  teachers  are  Miss  Dorothy 
Ingham,  a  graduate  of  the  four-year's  course  at  Keene 
Normal  School  and  with  two  years  experience :  Miss  June 
H.  Wright,  a  graduate  of  The  Wheelock  Training  School 
and  Miss  Virginia  Fish,  a  graduate  of  North  Adams 
Teachers  College. 

Buildings  and  Equipment : — The  heating  plant  at  the 
Center  School  was  entirely  worn  out  at  the  close  of  the 
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winter  and  we  immediately  laid  plans  to  install,  a  new 
heating  plant  which  would  give  better  service.  The  plans 
included  removing  all  the  installation,  lowering  the  floor  a 
foot,  and  cementing  the  rooms,  placing  new  furnaces  and 
building  new  fresh  air  intakes  and  distributing  dampers. 
The  plans  were  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Public 
Safety  and  the  work  was  finally  completed  in  the  Christ- 
mas vacation  by  excavation  and  cementing  the  coal  pock- 
ets. The  heating  plant  now  is  in  use,  provides  an  ample 
amount  of  air  which  will  supply  the  rooms  under  hardest 
conditions. 

The  Farms  School  has  had  a  number  of  changes 
which  makes  it  better  as  a  school  and  allows  the  use  of 
the  up-stairs  room  as  a  school  room  or  as  a  community 
hall.  The  fire-escape  was  rebuilt,  front  steps  installed, 
entries  built  upstairs,  new  wiring  in  the  basement,  a  new 
pump  placed  in  the  well-room,  all  of  which  makes  a  de- 
cided improvement  in  the  building  and  its  use. 

The  East  School  was  painted  inside  and  lesser  alter- 
ations and  improvements  made  in  the  other  buildings. 
The  Stockroom  which  occupied  a  small  room  in  the  front 
of  the  Center  School  was  given  up  and  the  entrance  to 
the  lower  rooms  improved.  Through  the  kindness  of  the 
Alexander  Hall  Trustees,  the  old  kitchen  was  granted  to 
the  schools  for  a  stockroom  as  they  had  no  further  use  for 
it  at  present. 

During  the  coming  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  re- 
place the  roof  of  the  No.  3  building.  The  boards  are  rot- 
ten and  we  must  remove  the  slates,  replace  the  old  roof 
with  new  boards  and  then  put  the  old  slates  back.  The 
cost  is  estimated  at  $300.00  which  will  include  ofher 
needed  work,  such  as  repainting  the  ceiling  where  leak- 
age has  ruined  the  paint.  The  outside  of  the  East  School 
should  be  painted  one  coat,  in  accordance  with  the  policy 
of  the  School  Committee  which  is  to  give  each  building  a 
coat  of  paint  every  third  year.  A  new  ceiling  must  be 
placed  in  the  North  room,  down  stairs,  of  the  Center 
School.  It  is  the  plan  of  the  Committee  to  put  a  ceiling 
similar  to  those  on  the  lower  rooms  of  the  East  School. 

In  General : — By  the  opening  of  the  Fall  Term,  the 
Athletic  Field  behind  the  High  School  building  will  be 
ready  for  use.  This  calls  for  the  adoption  of  a  policy  of 
systematic  and  thorough  Physical  Training.  A  general 
plan  will  be  devised  and  the  details  worked  out  by  the 
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Committee  and  those  teachers  who  have  specialized  in 
Physical  Training  in  College  and  Normal  School.  Physi- 
cal Training  for  all  students  rather  than  teams  for  com- 
petitive athletic  sports  must  be  our  ideal.

The  large  amount  expended  for  Repairs  represent,  in 
large  part,  the  results  of  the  cold  winter  which  we  expe- 
rienced. In  addition,  we  come  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  with  a  much  less  stock  of  fuel  than  we  ordinarily 
have.  To  meet  this  amount  it  was  necessary  to  economize 
in  every  possible  detail  leaving  much  we  wished  to  do  for 
the  coming  year. 

Class-room  work  has  been  intensive  and  carefully  co- 
ordinated to  make  progress  uniform.  Many  introductions 
and  adaptations  we  wished  to  make  were,  of  necessity, 
postponed  until  the  money  needed  would  be  available. 
Much  of  our  textbook  series  were  published  so  long  ago 
as  to  represent  conditions  existent  before  the  pupils  ever 
entered  school.  History  and  Geography  are  two  examples 
of  books  which  must  be  changed  often  to  make  them  rep- 
resent facts  as  they  are  now  seen.  English  and  Arith- 
metic, while  not  so  quick  to  change,  still  do  change  so 
that  we  must  place  in  our  students  hands,  books  of  recent 
editing  and  publication  to  prevent  wrong  conceptions  of 
present  day  facts.  With  most  necessary  repairs  out  of  the 
way,  we  devote  more  time  and  money  to  improvements 
in  our  course  of  study.  The  books  we  wish  to  replace  are 
those  which  were  edited  before  1925.  These  represent 
the  ideas  of  **War  Times"  and  are  furthest  from  our  pres- 
ent ideas. 

At  mid-years,  Mr.  Baxter  resigned  as  Janitor  of  the 
Center  and  High  Schools.  He  was  for  many  years  a 
hard-working  and  competent  janitor  and  was  much  be- 
loved by  both  teachers  and  pupils.  He  was  "Daddy"  to 
old  and  young  alike.  All  of  us  regretted  to  say  "Good- 
bye" to  him  but  we  wish  him  many  years  of  happiness 
without  the  load  of  caring  for  two  buildings. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  is  in  good  hands.  While  epi- 
demics will  occur,  they  have  lost  all  the  seriousness  they 
had  years  ago  and  are  characterized  mostly  as  a  nuisance 
which  keeps  pupils  out  of  school.  The  reports,  annexed, 
of  Medical  Examiner  and  Nurse  will  tell  of  the  faithful 
and  competent  service  given  the  schools  and  the  high 
ideals  they  maintain  toward  the  pupils  and  their  per- 
manent improvement. 

We  were  glad  to  re-introduce  Music  into  the  schools 
and  trust  that  we  may  be  enabled  to  keep  it  in  our  cur- 
riculum.   With  ability  of  so  high  grade  in  our  midst,  it 
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seems  a  mistake  not  to  make  use  of  it.  Miss  Webster  is 
highly  educated  and  efficient  and  the  results  of  her  work 
are  everywhere  evident. 

The  schools,  buildings,  equipment,  course  of  study  and 
minor  details  are  now  in  better  condition  than  they  ever 
before  have  been  and  with  this  as  a  basis  we  propose  to 
make  them  more  efficient  during  the  year  to  come.

Report  of  School  Physician 


To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Committee,  Town  of 
Northfield : 

With  the  exception  of  fifteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
reported  during  the  late  summer  and  fall,  the  town  has 
been  comparatively  free  from  contagious  disease. 

Investigation  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  shows  that 
children  attending  fairs  in  other  towns  came  down  with 
the  disease  a  few  days  after  they  returned  home.  At 
first  the  cases  were  mild  and  no  physician  was  called  in 
the  family  and  not  knowing  the  rash  was  Scarlet  Fever 
they  were  allowed  to  return  to  school  with  the  result 
many  more  contracted  the  disease.  This  resulted  in  loss 
of  time  in  school  work,  increased  expenses  in  the  family 
and  physical  defects  which  are  so  characteristic  of  this 
disease.  If  the  family  had  called  in  a  physician  when 
the  rash  appeared,  the  disease  could  have  been  kept 
under  control  and  much  suffering  prevented. 

All  the  schools  in  town  were  examined  during  the 
month  of  October  by  the  school  physician,  assisted  by 
the  school  nurse,  Miss  Catherine  Herron.  During  the 
examination  the  following^  physical  defects  were  found :

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have  made  a  special  study  of  this  condition  and  we  find 
many  causes — one  of  which  is  the  school  lunch  at  noon. 
The  question  has  been  asked  just  what  should  a  child 
have  for  lunch  at  noon  ?  The  following  is  a  well  balanced 
lunch  and  is  used  by  many  of  the  larger  schools  where 
lunch  is  furnished  by  the  school  or  some  society :  *  One 
meat,  egg,  or  bacon  sandwich  with  butter;  one  vegetable 
as  lettuce,  tomato  or  any  vegetable  the  child  likes ;  one 
fruit  as  banana,  orange,  apple,  figs,  dates  or  raisins ;  one 
small  thermos  bottle  of  hot  soup,  malted  milk  or  warm 
milk. 

All  the  buildings  have  been  examined  and  the  base- 
ments and  toilets  are  in  as  good  condition  as  possible 
until  a  few  of  the  pupils  show  better  co-operation  in 
keeping  them  clean. 

We  hope  during  the  spring  term  to  have  the  Chad- 
wick  Clinic  held  in  Northfield.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
important  clinics  held  in  the  State  and  we  hope  all  pa- 
rents will  become  interested  in  it. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Superin- 
tendent, teachers,  nurse  and  parents  for  help  during  the 
past  year.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Northfield  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1934,  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  North- 
field  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1934,  and  submit 
the  following  report  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  ex- 
amined, checked,  and  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  compared  with  the  records  in  the  department  col- 
lecting money  for  the  town  and  with  the  treasurer's 
books,  while  the  payments  were  verified  by  a  comparison 
with  the  treasury  warrants  issued  by  the  selectmen  and 
with  the  treasurer's  record  of  disbursements  made. 
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The  ledger  was  checked  by  comparing  the  appro- 
priation accounts  with  the  town  meeting  records  of  the 
town  clerk,  and  by  checking  all  other  accounts  with  the 
information  in  the  departments  in  which  the  transactions 
originated.  The  ledger  was  analyzed  and,  after  the 
necessary  adjustments  were  made,  a  trial  balance  was 
taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  showing  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  town  on  December  31,  1934,  was  prepared 
and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  computation  of  the  1934  tax  rate  by  the 
assessors  was  checked  and  it  was  noted  that  appropria- 
tions, aggregating  $4,000,  voted  from  available  funds  at 
a  town  meeting  held  April  24,  1934,  were  not  included 
by  the  assessors  in  the  total  amount  of  appropriations 
raised,  although  this  sum  was  used  as  a  deduction  from 
the  amount  raised  by  taxation.  On  the  other  hand, 
appropriations  amounting  to  $4,805,  voted  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  1934  to  be  taken  from  available  funds  in  the 
treasury,  were  included  in  the  total  amount  raised  by  tax- 
ation but  were  not  certified  to  the  Commissioner  of  Cor- 
porations and  Taxation  under  Section  23,  Chapter  59, 
General  Laws  and  were  not  used  as  a  deduction  from  the 
amount  raised  by  taxation. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  receipts  as  recorded  were 
compared  with  the  departmental  records,  with  the  sev- 
eral sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury,  and  with  the  accountant's  ledger.  The  pay- 
ments were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  au- 
thorizing the  disbursement  of  town  funds  and  with  the 
ledger  accounts.  The  cash  book  was  footed  and  the  cash 
balance  was  proved  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank  ac- 
counts with  statements  received  from  the  banks  and  by 
an  actual  count  of  the  cash  on  hand. 

The  tax  title  accounts  were  listed  from  the  tax  title 
register  as  the  deeds  for  property  taken  for  non-payment 
of  taxes  had  not  been  returned  from  the  registry  of  deeds. 
The  accounts  were  reconciled  with  the  accountant's 
ledger  and  with  the  books  of  the  treasurer  and  the 
collector. 

The  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  verified  by 
checking  with  the  cancelled  securities  and  by  a  compari- 
son with  the  debt  and  interest  which  came  due. 

The  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.   The  commitment  lists  of  all  taxes  were 
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totalled  and  proved  with  the  assessors'  commitment  war- 
rants. The  recorded  collections  were  checked,  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  were  verified  by  a  comparison  with 
the  books  of  the  treasurer  and  the  accountant.  The 
abatements  as  recorded  were  checked  with  the  assessors' 
abatement  records  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  proved  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the 
replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as 
listed,  are  correct. 

The  recorded  receipts  for  licenses  issued  by  the 
selectmen  were  checked  with  the  records  of  licenses 
granted  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  were 
checked.  The  recorded  receipts  for  dog  and  sporting 
licenses  were  checked  with  the  record  of  licenses  issued, 
and  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  the  Division 
of  Fisheries  and  Game  were  verified.  The  records  of 
miscellaneous  licenses  issued  by  the  town  clerk  were 
checked  and  the  collections  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  recorded  receipts. 

The  securities,  including  savings  bank  books,  repre- 
senting the  investment  of  all  trust  funds,  including  those 
in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer,  selectmen,  and  trustees, 
were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  from  the  funds 
was  proved  and  the  payments  were  checked  and  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  collector  and  town 
clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
were  examined,  the  recorded  collections  being  compared 
with  the  record  of  work  done  and  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  being  verified. 

The  recorded  receipts  for  rentals  of  town  property 
were  checked  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were 
verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 
It  was  noted  that  charges  of  $147  for  rentals  of  the  town 
hall  in  1932  are  unpaid,  and  it  is  recommended  that  an 
effort  be  made  to  collect  these  accounts,  but  if  it  is  found 
that  they  are  uncollectible  they  should  be  abated. 
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The  recorded  receipts  of  the  community  nurse  were 
checked  and  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer, the  cash  on  hand  being  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  records  of  bills  receivable  of  the  public  welfare, 
old  age  assistance,  school,  and  cemetery  departments 
were  checked  and  examined.  The  commitments  of 
charges  were  compared  with  the  accountant's  ledger,  the 
recorded  collections  were  checked  and  verified  by  a  com- 
parison with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  disallow- 
ances by  the  State  on  account  of  public  welfare  and  old 
age  assistance  were  checked,  and  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts were  listed  and  proved  with  the  accountant's 
ledger. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  town  accountant  be 
promptly  notified  by  all  departmental  officials  of  bills 
sent  out  for  collection,  as  well  as  of  abatements  or  ad- 
justments made  thereon,  so  that  his  ledger  may  at  all 
times  reflect  the  true  condition  of  the  accounts  receivable. 

The  recorded  receipts  of  the  librarian  for  fines  were 
checked.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified  by 
a  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  records,  and  the  cash 
on  hand  was  proved. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasur- 
er's cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  and  departmental  ac- 
counts, as  well  as  tables  showing  the  transactions  and 
condition  of  the  trust  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  co-operation 
was  received  from  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf 
of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appre- 
ciation.
